“ Theresa deeply reproached herself with the mis¬ 
fortunes of which she was wholly innocent. An or¬ 
phan from the tenderest age, she had not known the 
secrets of her family. Her sorrow was so profound 
that she could not survive it. She expired in my 
arms, worn out by grief and despair. 

“ W'lten she was thus taken from my fove, so pure, 
yet so afflicted, so young in years, and yet so old in 
sorrow, I lost for the first time, both my self-confi¬ 
dence and my trust in Providence. I; was a guilty 
doubt; for T have found strength to sustain my af¬ 
fliction, and Heaven lias never abandoned me. 

“I quilted New-Orleans,where f was the butt 
of evil passions, and a prey to cruel recollections, 
and settled herein Baltimore, where no one knows 
the misfortune of rriy marriage, nor the stain upon 
the birth of my children.

No one knows the dis¬ 
grace of my children’s birth; but each day it may 
be discovered. Men-love and honor us. becaust 
they know not who we are. A single word from an 
intelligent enemy might ruin us. We are like a 
guilty wretch whom society ignorantly receives, but 
whodaresnot accept public consideration, because 
'additional shame would follow the revelation of his 

“ George, whose noble and lofty soul is indignant 
u the injustice of the world, holds himself equal ti 
he Americans; and if I had not besought him ti 
keep silence for his Sistef’s sake, to whom he is pas 
sionfliely attached, he Would, a hundred times, havi 
braved public opinion, and made known his birth it 
the face of the whole city. 

“ Marie, on the contrary, submissive and resigned 
her destiny, seeks loneliness and retirement.

Ireplied to Nelson : “ It is thought, in the United 
Slates, that the blacks are inferior to the whites. Is 
it because the whites generally show themselves 
the most intelligent ? But how can men brought up 
in Slavery, and who have transmitted debasement 
and misery from generation to generation, be justly 
compared with raceswhoeount fifteencent'uriesof un¬ 
interrupted civilization, and among whom education 
takes possession of the infant in the cradle, and de¬ 
velops in him all thenaiural faculties? In Europe, 
we have not the American prejudices ; and we be¬ 
lieve that all men constitute but one and the same 
family, whose members are all equal.” 

Nelson. Doubtless Slavery is contrary to morali¬ 
ty and the law of God. Yet do not judge the Ame¬ 
rican people too severely. Greece had h 'r helots; 
Rome her slaves; the middle ages their serfs. In our 
days we have negroes, and these negroes, whose 
brain is naturally small, attaeb but little value it 
Liherty. For the most part freedom is a fatal gift. 
Ask them; and they will tell you that they wi 
happier as slaves than as freemen. Abandoned ... 
themselves, they would not be able to sustaip Pret¬ 
ence; many more freemen than slaves die in "bur 

Ludovic. It is natural that the slave who "cat 
once becomes free, should neither know how to use 
nor to enjoy his independence. Like the man whose 
limbs have been from infancy tied up, and who is 
suddenly told 10 walk, be reels at every step. Li 
bertv is a fatal weapon in his hands, with which hi 
wounds all around him; and oftener, he is himsell 
lifbe first victim. But must we thence conclude that 
[(Slavery is to be respected, merely because it exists? 
Not at all. The most that can be said, is, that the 
generation which first receives freedom, is not the 
one which enjoys it. Succeeding ages will reap the 
benefit. I will never recognize these pretended laws 
of necessity, which tend to justify oppression and 
tyranny. 

Nelson. I agree with you ; but do not think that 
the negroes are treated with that inhumanity which 
is made a reproach and a proscription to slavehold¬ 
ers. The greater part are belter clothed,-better fed, 
and happier than your European peasants. 

“Stop!” cried George, with violence; for at the 
moment his anger became stronger than his filial 
respect. “ Such language is wicked and ermd ! I 
is true that your negroes are cared for equally will 
your beasts of burden ;—better even, because a negri 
is more valuable to his master than a horse or s 
mule. When you strike your negroes, I know you 
do not kill them, for a negro is worth three hundred 
dollars: but do not boast ofthe humanity of masters 
to their slakes. Far better is the cruelty which puts 
to death, than the calculation which leaves- 
ous life !

Heis a chattel,—a thing 
but you will find that he is a thinking thing!—a thing 
that can act , and brandish a poignard ! An inferior 
race, said you ? You have measured the head of the 
negro;—you have said, there is in his straitened bra i 
room only for suffering; and you have bonder/ led hit 
to suffer forever. You deceive yourself. Y.u have 
not measured aright. There exists in this i.nbruted 
head somewhat that has escaped your noth a—the 
mightyfacultv-ofvengeance! a vengeanceimpUcahL 
horrible, yet intelligent. If he hates you, it is be 
cause his body is torn and mangled by your strokes 
his soul bruised by your injustice ! Is it .so Stupii 
in him to hate you? The most knowing arnom 
animals cherishes the cruet hand that strikes, am 
rejoices in its subjugation the must stupid ariiong 
men,—this imhruied slave, though chained tip like 
wild beast, is free in spirit,—and his soul suffers a 
nobly as that of 'he God whudied for tbeliberi'y ofl'lie 
world. He yields—but lie knows that he is oppress¬ 
ed. His body alone obeys; his soul revolts. For 
two centuries he has been made to crawl in the dust 
at your feet. One day, he will arise, look you in 
the face,anrl'kill you ! You call that cruel ; but you 
forget that he has passed his life in Suffering and 
in hate. He has but 'one thought—vengeance!— 
because you have caused him to experience but 
imotion—suffering!”
